REPORTS UPON THE TARIFF BILL. 


M cK enna o f C alifornia D issents 
H e M akes a Strong Protest 
A gainst Sugar Bounty.

M a jo rity a n d M in o rity R e p o rts o n th e 
M u ch D isc u sse d T a riff B ill. 
W a sh in g t o n , April 16th.—The reports 
of the m ajority and m inority of the Ways 
and Means Committee on the tarifl bill 
were presented to the House this afternoon. 
The majority report begins with a state­ 
m ent of the finanacial situation, and inti­ 
mates that the surplus at the end of the 
present fiscal year will be $92,000,000, and 
deducting the sum required to m ake pay­ 
m ents on the sinking fund, the net surplus 
of the receipts over expenditures will be 
$43,679,000. 
The estimated surplus of the 
next fiscal year will be $43,570,000, which, 
with the am ount of cash now on hand and 
available (reaching $90,000,000), will justify 
a reduction of the revenue in the sum con­ 
templated by the bill reported, $60,937,000, 
and probably more from customs, aad say 
$10,328,000 from internal revenue, or a tota'i 
of $71,264,000. 
The majority report further says that the 
bill as proposed will result in decreased 
revenues; that in all cases, except lin, an 
increased tariff will result in decreased im ­ 
portations and, therefore, decreaeed rev­ 
enue; that the comm ittee aimed to put an 
increased rate on manufactured goods and 
farm products producible in this country, 
in order to develop the hom e market; that 
the comm ittee was not so m uch concerned 
about the prices of articles we consume as 
to encourage the increase and diversifica­ 
tion of home products, giving fair returns 
to producers and fair wages to American 
workmen, believing that home competition 
will regulate the prices. 
The committee adm its that free trade 
would cause a tempory reduction in price, 
but argue that it would be at the expense 
of domestic products, and that prices would 
then advance, w ith the country at the 
mercy of foreign syndicates and m anufact­ 
urers. 
The ultim ate result would thus be disad­ 
vantageous to both capital and labor. The 
committee says that the country is least 
prosperous in which low prices and wages 
prevail, and point to the present agricultu­ 
ral depression as a sample. 
The committee believes it better to raise 
the $400,000,000 necessary to run the Gov­ 
ernm ent by taxing foreign imports than to 
take it from domestic products. 
The entire bill is based upon prolection 
to American industry, but at the same 
tim e recommends no duty above the point 
of difference between the norm al cost of 
production abroad. 
The report then takes up the details of 
the bill, and says the reduction in reve­ 
nues from placing on the free list chemicals 
not produced in this country will am ount 
to $875,000; 
cite figures to show a decline 
in the production; 
says that allowance 
duties have been recommended which will 
aSord ample protection to the wool-growers; 
while the Senate bill fixed the duty on 
third-class wool at 4 cents, the committee 
makes it 3J cents, with a change in defini­ 
tions and classification, etc., which will 
compensate for the difference. 
The committee believes 
the 
country 
should produce all the wool it consumes. 
This can be done by the addition of 100,­ 
000.000 sheep to the present num ber. 
The report says the bill seeks to stop the 
shameless frauds which have been prac­ 
ticed in the im portation of wools and 
woolen goods. 
It declares that during the past fiscal 
year the undervalued invoices showed that 
the importation by woolen manufacturers 
was valued at $52,681,000. whereas the real 
m arket value was nearly $90,000,000 equiv­ 
alent to 
the im portation of 160,000,000 
pounds of wool. 
The present bill argues that by increas­ 
ing the duty on fine wools it will transfer 
to this country from $15,000,000 to $20,000,­ 
000 in woolen manufactures. 
The average rate of the woolen goods 
schedule proposed is 91.78, against the pres­ 
ent rate of 67.15. 
W ith the foreign grain m arket under the 
sway of such oppressive 
competitions, 
with the foreign cattle and pork market 
depressed and obstructed by I he various 
and ruinous measures of restriction, with 
foreign agricultural products crowding our 
home m arket, yourcom m ittee have recom­ 
mended an increase upon agricultural pro­ 
ducts, with a view to increase the num ber 
of gainful occupations open to the farmer. 
The committee has 
recommended 
a 
bounty to growers of silk, as a duty of $1 
per pound to be required to protect Amer­ 
ican silk and reelers. 
The committee de­ 
cided that a high duty would embarrass 
the silk-weaving interests without a suf­ 
ficient reason, and to secure the industry 
as speedily as possible offers the necessary 
differential, a bounty of $1 per pound, or 
about 20 per cent, protection on reeled silk 
The report says: 
“ To produce our an ­ 
nual im portations of reeled silk it will re­ 
quire 14,000 basin3 
and give work to 
20,000 persons in the different branches of 
the industry. To produce the cocoons nec­ 
essary to supply this silk would give tem ­ 
porarily but rem unerative em ploym ent to 
the families of half a million farmers 
every season.’’ To encourage the produc­ 
tion of cocoons and give direct encourage­ 
m ent to the producers the comm ittee has 
provided a bounty of 7 cents per pound on 
fresh cocoons, the bounties to continue for 
ten years. 
Of the internal revenue sections, the 
committee says it recommended the repeal 
of all statues imposing restrictions upon 
farmers’ and growers’ tobacco, that they 
may sell with freedom. 
In conclusion the 
report says the advance duties on agricultu­ 
ral productsjare, for the most part, articles 
which this country cannot produce to the 
extent of our wants. The increased dutv 
will reduce the im portations, so the rev­ 
enues will not be increased and our farmers 
will hold their own markets. 
The sanie result will follow in other 
cases of increase, and where the revenue in 
special cases increases, It will be far less 
than indicated by computation based on 
the theory that im portations will continue 
as large as under lower duties. 
Even on the assumption that with proper 
encouragement we shall eventually be able 
to produce all, or nearly all, the sugar re­ 
quired for the consumption of our people, 
this encouragement can be given much 
more economically 
and 
effectually by 
a bounty of 
2 cents per 
pound, an 
expenditure of a little more than $7,000,000 
per annum , with the present production of 
sngar in this country, than by an im posi­ 
tion of a duty involving the collection of 
$55,975,610 in duties in the last fiscal year, 
not to mention the am ount indirectly in­ 
volved. 
In providing that not only raw 
sugar, but also sugar incluidng No. 16, be 
adm itted free, an opportunity is given for 
the tree introduction of yellow sugars 
suited for family ase. 
This arrangem ent will secure to the 
people sugar at the lowest prices exist­ 
ing in the m arkets of the world, while 
even im poned white refined sugai will be 
subject to duty of only four-tenths of one 
cent per pound. 
Coming to the agricultural products, the 
report says: The committee has given most 
of its investigation to the condition of agri­ 
cultural and kindred matters. The report 
says the enemies of a protective system 
have no word of criticism for the real 
causes of agricultural depression and no 
suggestion of relief from the real burdens 
which are weighing it down to-day, but 
seizing the present asa favorable time, they 
solemnly charge the decline in our m arket 
is solely due to the tariff. They are pleased 
to ignore the fact that one cf the purposes 
of tne protective tariff is to hinder the still 
larger importation of foreign produce, and 
thus save the m arket still greater depres­ 
sion. 
But your committee is sensible to the 
importance of this industry, and, prompted 
by the single motive to let" it to the highest 
level of profitable em ploym ent, believe 


j they offer in this bill all relief which tariff 
i legislation can give it. 
’ 
A critic al 
e x a m in a tio n o f th e subject 
sh o w s th a t a g ric u ltu re is su fferin g chiefly 
fro m d a m a g in g foreign c o m p etitio n in th e 
h o m e rnarK et. The in crease o f im p o rta ­ 
tio n s o f a g ric u ltn ra l p ro d u cts siDce 1850 
h a s b een en o rm o u s, m o u n tin g from $10,- 
000X00 to m o re th a n $356,000,000 in 1889. 
Of the m etal schedules the report savs: 
reduction can be made in pig iron, or 
ore duties, w ithout detrim ent to existing 
industries, and the committee has not felt 
justified in interfering with the further de­ 
velopment of the iron ore resources, now 
so prom ising in the Southern Slates. W ith 
regard to pig iron, it is said it is no sense a 
raw inaterial. 
l ts product is of the highest 
skill, requiring for its m anufacture large 
end expensive plants, and the capital in ­ 
vested in our country more than equals 
that invested in any other branch of our 
iron and steel industry. 
Pie iron is made 
in twenty-five States of the Union. 
The report strongly sustains the increased 
duty recommended on tin plate. 


s i ’k e n n a o b j e c t s . 
McKenna dissents from the sugar sched­ 
ule. The bill in its sugar schedule, he 
said, m akes an arbitrary and invidious dis­ 
tinction between the suear industry and 
other industries, and the distinction is in­ 
consistent with the principle upon which 
the bill was framed, and upon which it can 
alone be justified. 
Protection, as under­ 
stood politically, is the clear right ot all 
industries or of none. Tariff may be a 
tax bounty, and is certainly one fixed and 
unavoidable and increases with the pro­ 
duction it encourages, and finally vanishes 
in the competition of home products. 
Bounty abandons the home m arket to a 
foreign product. 
Tariff secures a home 
m arket to the hom e product. 
Bounty 
therefore, is as useless as it is burdensome, 
and is as odious as it is useless. It has no 
justification either in practice, principles or 
professions of the Republican party. 
If bounty is useful for sugar, why not 
for other things? In all the range of arti­ 
cles with which the bill deals, are none fit 
for bounty but sugar? 
If bounty is a tax 
of a less burden than is the tariff, why are 
suear consumers selected for favor? 
The Republican House of Representa­ 
tives should not set this pxample. 
Who 
can say where the contagion of it will stop? 
SpeakiDg of the beet sugar industry of 
California, McKenna said : The industry 
m ust be able to supply the home consum p­ 
tion before it should be entitled to protec­ 
tion. 
M INORITY REPORT. 
W a sh in g t o n, April 16th.—John G. Car­ 
lisle, R (¿. Mills, Benton McMillan, C. R. 
Breckenridge and Roswell P. Flower, of 
the W ays and Means Committee, sub­ 
mitted a m inority report on the tariif bill 
to-day. 
On the subject of sugar and molasses the 
report says: 
No reduction has been m ade in the am ount of 
duties im posed under any schedule except th at 
relating to sugar and molasses. 
In all the 
other thirteen schedules ef dutable goods em ­ 
bracing alm ost every im portant article the peo- 
Í 
Je use, except tea and cofl’ee, w hich have been 
ree lor m any years, increases are m ade, and in 
m any or them the increase is very large. 
The bill proposes to adm it free ot duty all su­ 
gar up to and including No. 16, and pay to the 
sugar producers in this country a bounty of two 
cents per pound each year until July 1,1905, on 
all th eir product. 
Last year these grades of sugar, w hich are 
now m ade free, yielded to the Governm ent 
854,891,181, all ot w nich is n ow tobe surrendered 
and the sugar industry is to become an annual 
charge ujhiu all the people who are engaged in 
other occupations, some of which are lar more 
im portant, and all of w hich are fully as m erito­ 
rious as this one. 
" 
In 1888, w hich is the last year for w hich we 
have com plete returns, the sugar product in 
this country was 375,855,877 pounds, so th at even 
it there should be no increased production u n ­ 
der the bounty system, the sum w hich the peo­ 
ple are to be com pelled to donate each year for 
the support of this favored industry, will be 
87,520 UuG, or 8113,000,000 during the fifteen years, 
but the very object of the lK>uuty is to encour­ 
age the production of this article, and its advo­ 
cates claim th at it w ill create a dom estic supply 
equal to th e wnole dem and ior hom e consum p­ 
tion. 
We im ported and consum ed during th e last 
fiscal year 2.700,421,302 pounds of sugar not o^cr 
No. 16 in color, m aking a total annual consum p­ 
tion. not including dom estic and im ported, of 
3,076,277,079 pounds, and therefore, if tne system 
results as its advocates predict, the annual pay­ 
m ent out ol the Treasury will be 861,528,426, 
taken w ithout any increase in the am ount con­ 
sum ed. 
We protest against the gross favoritism and 
injustice of such a policy, and we denv the 
m oral or constitutional right of the Governm ent 
to tax the people who grow corn, w heat, cotton, 
rve, oats and other agricultural products lor 
the purpose of raising m oney to be given to 
those who produce sugar or auy other article. 
The bounty provisions contained in this bill 
are confessions th at the whole system , w hich it 
seeks to strengthen and extend is a system of 
discrim inations between the various productive 
industries of the country—a system w hich im ­ 
poses charges upon some Ior the support of 
others, and disiegauls every principle of justice 
and equality in distributing the burdens ol ta x ­ 
ation. 
The du ies imposed upon im ported sugar, 
even at the present rates, are m ainly Ior reve­ 
nue, and about nine-tenths of the charge upon 
the people on account of these duties goes into 
the public treasury for the support of the Gov­ 
ernm ent, and ouly about one-tenth can be 
added to the prices of the dom estic products. 
The tax. therefore, is far m ore just and equit­ 
able th an the taxes on cotton and woolen goods, 
linen goods, and m any other articles now sub­ 
ject to high ra es of duty, and which this bill 
proposes to m ake still higher. Because in these 
cases the conditions are reversed, and the Gov­ 
ernm ent receives a sm all proportion only of the 
total am ouut the people are com pelled to psv. 
While we believe the duties on sugnr are too 
high and th a t a reduction ought to be m ade, we 
cannot see th e justice or propriety of m aking 
this revenue article entirely free and paying 
bounties upon its production, iu order to ail'ord 
excuse for the imposition of additional taxes to 
the am ount ol about 865,000,000 on the neces­ 
saries of lile em braced iu the other schedules. 
Again, there are Tew persons in the United 
States who claim th at if they had w hat they 
call proper encouragem ent, they could produce 
raw silk hc-re, and accordingly this bill pro­ 
poses to compel all the people to pay out of the 
public treasury a bounty of 82,210 p jr ton on all 
the raw silk reeled from cocoons, or 7 cents ou 
every pound, or 8156 SO per ton of fresh cocoons, 
including th e worms produced in the United 
States. 
Raw silk and cocoons are now on the free list, 
and last y ea-w e im ooitcd 5,329,646 pounds of 
silk and 101.647 pounds of cocoons 
The object 
of th e proposed bounty is to discourage ihese 
im portations, w hich cost the people nothing 
unless they saw p-oper to u-e silk goods, and to 
encourage the production of those articles here 
at an expense of 81 a pound for the cocoons in 
addition to the actual value of the articles 
them selves, and this expense is lo be charged 
to all the people w hether they use silk goods or 
not and be paid out oí the public treasury. 
The bill proposes to m ake large increases in 
the duties on carpet wools, aud take silver ores 
containing lead from the free list and subject 
the lead contained iu the silver ore to a duly oi 
1% cents per pound, not because we need the 
revenue, but for the sole purpose of preventing 
these articles from being im ported into this 
country. 
Last year we im ported direct from th e States 
and the republics of Central and South Am erica 
and the republic of Mexico m any m illions 
of this wool, and still m ore by the way of Lon­ 
don and other European ports, and from Mexico 
silver ores bearing lead of the vaiue of 86,779,­ 
160. Our total im portations of carpet wools 
from 
all 
countries 
am ounted 
to 96,555.466 
pounfis. and our total im poitattons of this kind 
of ore was 86,951,719. 
All this wool has been converted into carpets 
and other fabrics, and all these ores have been 
sm elted in th e United States by Am erican work­ 
m en, and th eir im portation has been of great 
beuefit to our people, in addition lo the profit 
realized from the trade betw een the difierent 
countries. 
The free adm ission of fluxing ores from Mex­ 
ico has enable our citizens to establish and 
m aintain large sm elting works at K1 Faso,T ex., 
Argentine, Kas., Newark. N. J.. K ansas City, 
Mo., aud a great m any other places 
If the bill passes the tax upon 66,OCO tons of 
sil.-er ore. th e am ount im ported last year, will 
be over 8672.000 which the G overnm ent does not 
need, and w hich will beuefit nobody iu this 
country. 
The bill, iu fact, increases th e rates 
ou all classes oi wool im ported 
into 
this 
country. 
These increases have been m ade 
principally upon the dem aud of a lew large 
ilock m asters in the 8tate of Ohio, and thev will 
be defended by the m ajority, ujion the alleged 
ground th a t they are beneficial to the farm ers 
of tfie country who keep sheep ou their lands. 
The fact is th at wool is one of our lcasi-im- 
portant agricultural products in poiut of actual 
value, aud by com parison w ith others, even in 
the State o f Ohio, it does not am ount to more 
th au 3 per cent, of the total of farm produets in 
th at State, from w hich comes the most constant 
and urgent dem and lor higb rates of duty, and 
is still less in other States.

S IL V E R Q U E ST IO N . 


A n U n lim ite d F re e 
C o in ag e B ill W ill 
L ik e ly P a s s B o th H o u se s. 
W a sh in g t o n , April 16th.—The House 
Republican Committee on the silver ques­ 
tion this m orning heard the report of the 
sub comm ittee to confer with the sub-com­ 
m ittee of the Senate Republican Commit­ 
tee. with a view lo coming to a basis of 
agreement. 
The sub-committee reported that it had 
been agreed that the bill should provide 
for the purchase of four and a half million 
ounces of silver every m onth, the certifi­ 
cates issued in paym ent thereof to be re­ 
deemable in lawful money. 
At first, it is said, the members of the 
full committee were inclined to adopt this 
basis, and voted to do so. 
Afterwards, however, in discussing the 
m anner of redeeming the certificates, senti­ 
m ent developed in favor of m aking them 
redeemable in bullion. 
_ This proposition was advocated by a m a­ 
jority of the committee, and the siib-com- 
m ittee was instructed to again confer with 
the Senate sub committee, and endeavor to 
induce them to agree to provide for the re­ 
dem ption of certificates in accordance with 
the views ol the House committee. 
A meeting of the sub-committee will be 
held this afternoon for that purpose. 
A mem ber of the Senate Sub-Committee 
said, in a conversation upon the subject, 
that no such agreement as that would be 
recommended by his vote. H e did not be­ 
lieve there were five Senators who favored 
the redemption of silver in bullion. The 
Senator said it was expected that at first 
the cost of the silver purchased would be 
less than $4,500,000 a m onth. 
But that 
under the operations of the bill the price 
will be so enhanced that in a short tim e 
the cost of silver would probably surpass 
that sum. 
It was also expected, he said, that for the 
tim e at least other silver than the product 
of the mines of the United States would be 
necessary to make up the full am ount of 
the m onthly purchases. 
Another Senator said it was rapidly be­ 
coming manifest that an agreement must 
be reached 
by the Republicans, 
else 
a proposilion would be made for un­ 
limited free coinage and would pass both 
Houses. 


R iv e rs a n d H a rb o rs . 


W a sh in g t o n, April 16tu —The Com m it­ 
tee on Rivers and Harbors has agreed upon 
a bill which will be introduced on Friday. 
The entire am ount appropriated for Cali­ 
fornia is $650,000. A quarter of a million 
dollars is appropriated for Oakland harbor, 
and a liberal sum for the commencement 
of a breakwater at San Diego harbor. The 
am ount is understood to be about $50,000. 
The project of the perm anent im prove­ 
m ent of the Sacramento river is submitted 
to the Board of United States Engineers, 
to determine and report at the next session 
of congress. The San Joaquin river is lib­ 
erally taken care of, especial regard being 
given to repairs on Laird’s Slough, Para­ 
dise Cut, and for dredging. 
An appropriation is made for continuing 
the work already in progress on the Sacra­ 
mento, Feather and Napa rivers. 
About 
$75,000 is understood to be the sum appro­ 
priated for H um boldt Bay, and $8,000 for 
the im provement of Redwood Creek Chan­ 
nel, and for the Columbia river about 
$1,000,000 for various projects, including a 
jetty, locks and canals on the upper part of 
the river, with dredging and construction of 
wing-dams below Portland. 
R e tirin g S ea P a tr o l. 
W a sh in g t o n, A pril 
16th. — Secretary 
Tracy has issued orders to have the Alert, 
now lying at Mare Island, put in repair 
with a view of sending here to sea at once. 
H er destination is Behring Sea, where she 
will cruise all sum mer, protecting the seal 
fisheries of the United States in Arctic 
waters. She will be of valuable aid to the 
Pinta and Thetis. 
This action in sending 
three war vessels to Behring Sea, taken in 
connection with the recent proclamation of 
the President warning all persons trespass­ 
ing in American waters, is regarded here 
as evidence of a firm determ ination to pre­ 
vent encroachm ents on the American "seal 
fisheries this sum m er. 
Each vessel will 
carry all the men she can, so as to be able 
to send to port any prize that may be cap­ 
tured. 
F re e M ail D eliv ery - 
W a sh in g t o n , April 
16’h.—The Post­ 
master at San Bernardino, Cal., has made 
an application for the establishment of a 
free delivery service at that place. The 
Postmaster-General to-day ordered an In ­ 
spector to go there to make an investiga­ 
tion as to the need of such service. 
L o u is ia n a O b je c ts. 
W a sh in g t o n. April 16th. — The sugar 
bounty proposition is not acceptable to the 
Louisiana producers. 
They have sent a 
statem ent to the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee protesting against such an arrangem ent 
and asking that the present rates be not 
chan ged.

The motion was agreed to and the bill laid on 
the table—ayes 51, noes 2—Dolph and Morgan.

S an F rancisco, April 16th.—The seventh 
week of the m olders’ strike is draw ing to a 
close, and as yet there are no signs of the 
difficulties being adjusted. 
A tour of the different foundries to-day 
found the proprietors to all appearances as 
determined as on the first dav that the 
molders went out. At the foundry of 
Steiger A Kerr the statem ent was made : 
“ We are happy, and need no arbitration: 
if there are to be any concessions they will 
have to come from the union.’’ 
At the 
office of the Fulton W orks it was stated 
that one man had been secured yesterday 
and was now at work. A policeman re­ 
mains in the vicinity of the shop con­ 
stantly. 
At the Risdon it was learned that 
no new men had been secured since the 
last batch on Tuesday, and the molders’ 
departm ent was running along in good 
shape. From another source it was ascer­ 
tained, however, that some three or four 
men were discharged yesterday, as they 
were not competent workmen. 
At the headquarters of the Uoion no 
new facts were elicited beyond the report 
that $200 in cash had been received to day, 
which carae front the Mechanics Union of 
\ irginia City and the Molders’ Union, No. 
144, of British Columbia. 
The report given out that some molders 
left this city for the Sandwich Islands to 
work for $3 50 a day is stated to be false. 
For the benefit of the striking molders a 
ball will be given in the Mechanics Pa­ 
vilion on the 26th inst. The 5,000 tickets 
issued are being sold rapidly and a large 
sum is expected to be realized. 
The money that was derived from the 
nail in Sacramento last week has not yet 
been received by the Union in this city. 


M U N IC IP A L L E G IS L A T IO N . 


T h e B in g h a m O rd ln a u c e D e c la ra d , to. l>e 
C o n s titu tio n a l. 
S an F rancisco, April 16th.—Five China­ 
men were recently" convicted in Police 
Judge Lawler’s Court and fined from $250 
to $300- each for gambling and keeping 
gambling houses. They appealed to the 
Superior Court, which appeals have been 
dismissed by Judge Van Ileynegom. The 
Court reftrred to Section 330 of the Penal 
Code, which makes gambling a misde­ 
meanor. punishable by a fine of not less 
than $200 or more than $1.000. The com­ 
plaint was drawn under Order 1055j known 
as the Bingham order of the municipal 
ordinances. 
Counsel for the defendant claimed that 
Section 330 of the Penal Code was exclusive 
in its provisions, and that it was not within 
the province of the Board of Supervisors 
to provide for such punishm ent by ordi­ 
nance. The Court cited the esse of Chen 
Yen, decided by our Suprem e Court in 1882 
(60 Cal), when it was held that ordinances 
punishing persons for visiting games is not 
in con diet with Section 330 or the Gonstita- 
tion of the State, and will support a judg­ 
m ent of conviction. 
The Court added : “In m atters coming 
within the general legislative powers of tne 
municipal corporation, and not fully cov­ 
ered by the Slate law, the better opinion 
seems to be that the corporation should 
have power to m ake new, forther and 
more definite regulations to enforce them 
with suitable penalties.”

THE WISCONSIN ISSUE AGAIN. 


< fevernor Hoard of Wisconsin has taken 
a very decided position against the for­ 
eigners of that ¡Mate who won in the recent 
Milwaukee election, to the extent of elect­ 
ing officers in that city opposed to the en- 
lorcement of the Bennett law, recently fully 
explained in the R ecord-U nion. 
The 
Governor has declared, says the Inter­ 
Ocean, that for hitnself and lor the great 
Republican party, of which he is the chief 
representative iu the State of Wisconsin, 
there will be no cessation of war until a 
free education in the American language 
is secured to every child between the ages 
of seven and fourteen years. 
It appears now that the German Luther­ 
ans are discovering that they were deceived 
iu being led into the position they occu­ 
pied in the late election. 
They now see 
that in allowing their children to grow up 
iguoraut of the English tongue and unable 
to read the laws of the land, they are 
handicapping them heavily in the race of 
life. 
In fact it is absolute cruelty to edu­ 
cate youth in this country in an alien 
tongue to the exclusion of the common 
language of the people of the nation. 
As 
the issue is debated the opponents of the 
Bennett law will become fewer, for they 
w ill discover that the law requiring all 
children to be taught to read and write in 
the English language is a law operating 
for their good and not in the slightest 
degree affecting their religious beliefs or 
training. 
A parcel of bigots on the one 
hand and unscrupulous 
and designing 
priests on the other have deluded the Ger­ 
man [teople in Wisconsin, and 11s they 
awake to that fact they will fall off in 
their opposition to the Bennett law and 
acknowledge that the advice of Governor 
Hoard is wise; that is, that if they have 
so little love for their adopted land that 
they cannot tolerate its tongue their proper 
action should be retiracy from the coun­ 
try. 
The Chicago Inter-Ocean recently 
6aid: 


T h e D em ocratic p a rty , as a w hole, su relv c a n ­ 
n o t be so base as to d esire to m a k e such a’ to tal 
s u rre n d e r of A m erlcati p rin c ip le as w o u ld be 
im p lie d by th e rep eal o f th e B en n ett law .

The leaders of the p a r t y have already pro­ 
mised to make opposition to the Bennett 
law the chief plank in the party platform 
for that very purpose, hoping thereby to 
play upon the prejudices of the foreigners, 
who dominate in Wisconsin. The Chicago 
Herald, a Democratic leader, does not hes­ 
itate to say that it is ashamed of its Wis­ 
consin brethreu, and thereupon reads thorn 
a lecture that ought to have a salutary ef­ 
fect.

T h e Lompoc Record projKtses a crusade 
against the gray linnet, pronouncing it an 
enemy to fruit interests more dangerous 
than the English sparrow. 
It is charged, 
for instance, that the linnet chooses only 
the best fruit, and that it is persistent in 
its assault upon fruit trees, and in some 
sections has ravaged the orchards to an 
extent that has greatly shorn the profits of 
the fruit-raisers. 
All this may lie, but be­ 
fore any such crusade is inaugurated the 
public should have accurate information 
concerning the natural history and the 
depredations of the bird. 
It may prove 
that it is destructive of other enemies of 
the fruit-grower, and that its extirpation 
would give free fields to pe>ts that are 
worse. 
Certainly the linnet is no such 
breeder as the sparrow, and iLs extermina­ 
tion will not be nearly so difficult a task, 
should it Ire resolved upon as actually 
ne t -sary. 
It may turn out, in fact, as it 
has in the case of other birds, that the 
linnet takes 
no more 
“ toll ” of the 
orchardist than it is entitled to for its 
services to horticulture. 
At any rate, we 
should not begin war upon the linnet un­ 
til it has had a fair trial and its presence 
in the land is dem rastrated to Ire more in­ 
jurious than its absence would he. 
In his 
treatise on insects and birds injurious to 
fruit trees, Matthew Cooke speaks but 
briefly of the linnet. 
He says that the 
“ red-headed linnet” sometimes occasions 
considerable damage by feeding upon the 
buds of fruit tree», but adds that the lin­ 
net, the cellar bird, orioles, doves and wild 
geese, while all considered injurious to 
fruit interests, partly atone for their inju­ 
ries by feeding upon insect pests. 
He does 
not think any bird wholly injurious to 
fruit, but adds that it would be as difficult 
to name a bird that is wholly beneficial, if 
we except the night-hawk and the whip­

of the State so as to permit a bill to be 1 
framed free from the objections of the 1 
Governor. 
Of course this is an excellent | 
way to corner the Executive, yet it is the 
opinion of all the constitutional lawyers ; 
of the Legislature, with a single exception, 
that there are no constitutional impedi­ 
ments to the Saxton bill as it stands. 
The 
proposed amendment provides that Section 
5 of Article II. shall read: 


N o th in g in th is C o n stitu tio n c o n ta in ed sh a l1 
h e c o n stru ed to lim it th e pow er o f th e L eg isla­ 
tu re tc e n a c t th a t all b allo ts to be used a t pu b lie 
e le ctio n s s h a ll be official, a n d s h a ll be p rin ted 
a n d d istrib u te d a t p u b lic ex p en se; th a t th e 
n am es of a ll c an d id ate s for th e sam e office sh all

th e secrecy o f th e b allo t s h a ll be com pulsory. 
But this movement, if it is indorsed by 
the Legislature, necessitates long delay. 
The proposition must be submitted to the 
Legislature of 1891, and if approved must 
then be voted upon by the people, after 
three months notice, so that it will be im­ 
possible for the amendment to take effect, 
if adopted, before the fall of 1892, and it 
will remain for the Legislature of 1S93 to 
pass a reform ballot hill under it. 
Thus 
the objections of the Governor will stay 
progress in New York for over two and a 
half years. 
The only hope of earlier 
action in the matter is the selection of a 
Legislature in 1891 that will he sufficiently 
strong in favor of ballot reform to over­ 
ride the objections that a Governor may 
interpose, that have not in them reason 
cr law, as iu the case with the veto of 
Governor H ill. 


A n Eastern man who was engaging ne­ 
groes in North Carolina to go to work in 
an enterprise at the West, insuring them 
steady and remunerative labor for a long 
term of years, was mobbed near Raleigh 
recently, the people being aroused through 
fear of the loss of their labor element. 
Tais is certainly strange procedure 011 the 
part of communities that never tire of 
cjmplaiuing of the “abnormal” increase of 
the negro population at the South. 
It is 
certainly inconsistent on the part of the 
North Caroliuans to drive out the negro 
when lie attempts to exercise the right of 
a freeman at the polls by voting as he 
chooses, and then to mob those who offer 
the negro opportunities to emigrate to sec­ 
tions where his political rights will not be 
invaded or repressed, and where he can 
earn a fair wage. 
In South Carolina a 
decidedly better plan has been adopted 
than iu North Carolina. 
In the former 
State the Farmers’ Alliance recently re­ 
solved that the votes cast by the colored 
man in that State shall hereafter be 
counted just as he casts them, and that 
there shall he no more interference with 
him in the privilege of voting. 
That plan 
has 
the 
virtue of being just and of 
obedience to the law. 


T h e Legislature of New York is about 
to pass a law that reads as follows :

It is said that Governor H ill agrees to 
this and will approve the bill, and as both 
parties favor it, it will certainly become a 
law. 
It is well enough to put the seal of 
condemnation upon the evil aimed at, but 
we entertain doubt as to whether the law 
will effect anything. It should require the 
candidate to make oath before a competent 
official that he is free from offense in the 
matter of his candidacy, and that after 
election a similar oath should lie exacted 
that he has not offended. 
But the law can 
be evaded even then, for it will be an easy 
matter for the friends of such candidates 
to act for them in using money in elec­ 
tions, and thus completely conceal the real 
party in interest. 


M a n y have believed that it would he 
good policy to require the production of 
evidence of one having paid his poll-tax 
before being allowed to vote. 
This is, we 
believe, the law in Pennsylvania. 
In 
Missouri, however, a reversal of the scheme 
is adopted, and there the poll-tax is to he 
levied as a punishment for not voting. We 
are disposed to think that the Missouri 
plau is the better one, and shall watch the 
result of the experiment with more than 
ordinary interest. 
It may meet all the 
desires of that class of reformers who wish 
to establish compulsory voting. Wiiatever 
will stimulate, healthily, the citizens’ in­ 
terest in the political administration of af­ 
fairs, wili prove a benefit to the nation. 
The source of fully half the political evils 
of the day is in indifference to politics on 
the part of many citizens, and their failure 
to avail of the privilege of the elective 
franchise.

LAWYER HENLEY. 


THE ‘ PRESSURE” HE USED TO NEGO­ 
TIATE SOME STOCK. 


A ttorney Holt Says It W as B lackm ail— 
A Lively Case in a Justice’s 
C ourt. 


Some rather startling disclosures are 
often-times made in the most innocent- 
looking and apparently unimportant civil 
cases in the Justices’ Courts. A striking 
illustration of this tact was given yester­ 
day in Justice Henry’s Court. 
Early in October of last year Charles H. 
Gilman, proprietor of the Red House, was 
the owner of twenty shares of Mechanics’ 
Building and Loan stock, which he wanted 
to get rid of. He did not expect to sell 
them at the rate of 100 cents on the dollar, 
but waDted to get as much as he could on 
them. He consulted with William Hen- 
ey, attorney-at-law, about the matter, and 
Henley agreed to make the dicker for him, 
for a good commission. A contract was 
drawn up and signed, whereby Henley 
agreed to sell the stock, with the under­ 
standing that he would be paid when he 
did—if he did not, no pay. 
Six months elapsed, and Henley had not 
succeeded in disposing of the btock. Gil­ 
man then took the matter in hand and 
sold it himself. Henley demanded his 
commission just the same, though, main­ 
taining that Gilman had no right to inter­ 
fere in the matter. Gilman refused, and 
Hen ley brought suit in the Justice’s Court 
to recover $200, the agreed commission. 
The case appeared to be a very ordinarv 
and UDimportant one, as the above facts 
show. But it turned out to be rather in­ 
teresting. 
ATTORNEY AKDEBSON WITHDRAWS. 
The esse came up for heating before 
Tustice of .be Peace Henry yesterday after­ 
noon. Henley was represented bv W. A. 
Anderson and ex-Judge Blancherl, while 
S. Solon Holl appeared for the defendant, 
Gilman. 
Hen'ey took the witness stand, but had 
only given a portion of his testimony when 
attorney Anderson left the Court-room, 
withdrawing from the case. 
Henley proceeded to testify that after 
contracting with Gilman to dispose of the 
stock he set about immediately to carrv it 
cut. He learned that James I. Fetter was 
one of the Directors in the Mechanics’ 
Building and Loan Association, and for 
certain reasons concluded to have Mr. 
Felter buy the stock. He brought consid­ 
erable pressure to bear on Mr. Felter, but 
the latter was stubborn and refused to buy 
the shares. 
“I c.tiled on Mr. Felter probablv fiftv 
times, s.nee that contract was entered into,” 
said Henley, ‘'and tried to effect a settle­ 
ment with him, but failed. 1 never ne­ 
glected the matter. On March 27th, how­ 
ever, Gilman sent a note to me asking for 
his book—his account book with the Asso­ 
ciation—and I returned it to him. We met 
on the street and went to Felter’s place to­ 
gether. Felter then said he would buy the 
stock at the rate of sixty-five cents, and 
would give meten cents on the dollar as 
my commission. I thought then that it 
was all settled. We agreed to call around 
the next day and consummate the sale. 
Before the Dext day arrived, however, Gil­ 
man lost his heart and refused to sell. He 
didn t like the 10 per cent, business which 
I was to get. Shortly afterward, however, 
he sold the stock on his own hook, and 
when I asked him for my fee he told me I 
hadn't done anything for it, and was not to 
get a d 
n cent.” 
THE ‘ PRESSURE” REVEALED. 
The first question attorney Holl put to 
Henley, on cross-examination, was: ‘‘What 
etiort did you make to carry out the terms 
of your contract with Gilman?” 
Henley went on and reiterated what he 
Bad previously stated regarding his many 
visits to Mr. Felter’s office, and his fre­ 
quent importunings of the latter to buy the 
SjOck. 
Mr. Holl then wanted to know whv Mr. 
Felter bad been picked out as the object of 
Henley's importunings. 
“Well,” replied Henley, with all the 
coolness imaginable, “I knew that Felter 
was one of the Directors in the association, 
and might be a buyer on that account. 
Furthermore, Mr. Felter'sson-in-law, aMr. 
Parsons, who was formerly the Secretary of 
the association, was reputed to be a'de­ 
faulter, and I threatened to have him prose­ 
cuted for embezzlement if Felter did not 
pay the money.” 
"W ell,” said Mr. Holl, looking rather 
surprised, “had you investigated Mr. Par­ 
sons affairs sufficiently to warrant you in 
making such threats ?” 
“I had,” was Henley’s cool reply. 
Attorney Blanchard at this point ob­ 
jected to any testimony about Parsons, say­ 
ing that it was irrelevent, and had nothing 
to do with the case. 
Mr. Hoil said he proposed to show that 
Heniev had never attempted to sell the 
stock in a proper manner. “ We will show 
by his own testimony,” said he, “the ille­ 
gitimacy of his operations. It looks like 
a c a f e or 
me—very much 
BLACKMAIL 
so—hence I want to 


without seeing the consummation of the 
transaction. Gilman finally became tired 
of waiting, acd one day when he inquired 
of Henley as to how he was getting along 
the latter "got hot,” and told Gilman that 
if he was not satisfied with his way he 
could take his “book” back again. 
THOUGHT HESLEY WAS TIRED. 
“I judged from this,” said Gilman, “that 
the book was subject to my call at any 
time, and that Henley was tired of his 
job. When an opportunity presented itself 
I took the book from him and sold the 
stock myself. I did not consider then that 
I owed him anything, and, of course, when 
he demanded his fee, I refused to pay it.” 
Mr. Gilman added that Henley had told 
hint about the Parsons' affair, but that he, 
(Gilman) did not pay any attention to it. 
He also explained the matter referred to 
by Heniey regarding an agreement on the 
part of Felter to take the stock, paying 
Gilman at the rate of 65 cents, and Hen­ 
ley, as his fee, 10 cents. It was not Felter’s 
proposition, he said, to give Henley any­ 
thing. Felter said that the association only 
quoted the stock at 65 cents, and, although 
Le was williDg to give Gilman 75 cents, 
he did not want it to so appear on his books. 
He thereupon suggested that two warrants 
should be drawn—one for Gilman at sixty- 
five cents and one for Henley at ten cents 
—but that both belonged to Gilman. The 
proposition was a satisfactory one, Gilman 
said, but he subsequently resolved to dis­ 
pose of the stock in a different manner. 
J. N. Larkin gave some unimportant tes­ 
timony regarding a conversation which oc­ 
curred between himself, Henley and Gil­ 
man in October last about the stock. 
The case was then argued by the attor­ 
neys on both sides, after which it was sub­ 
mitted to the Court. 
It did not take Judge Henry long to de­ 
cide the case. 
He gave a verdict promptly in favor of 
Gilman, and did not make apy comments.

THE WHISKER DESPOILER. 
In the Police 
The Evil G enius Convicted 
Court. 
When the caseof Frank Murphy, charged 
with “disturbing the peace”—cutting off 
the greater portion of S. McDaniels’ beard 
—was called in the Police Court yesterday 
a general smile passed round the crowded 
Court-ioom, and when City Attorney Hart 
called the prosecuting witness to the stand 
considerable “giggling” could be heard. 
The only straight face in the room was 
that of McDaniels himself, who was evi­ 
dently not in the humor to laugh. After 
being sworn he took a chair and stroking 
what was left of his beard with both 
hands, he began his story. 
“There’s the man that did it,” said he, 
pointing to Murphy, who was sitting on 
the prisoners' bench. “I don’t know his 
name, but that’s him.” 
“Did you see him cut your whiskers?” 
asked the City Attorney. 
“No,” replied McDaniels, “but I know 
lie did it. I was dozing in a chair in the 
City Hotel Saloon early Sunday morniDg, 
when suddenly I was awakened by a noise 
close to my ear; and opening one eye I saw 
that man standing before me with a pair of 
shears in his hands. He was just going to 
make a lick at me with the scissors, but I 
awoke just in the right time, and he walked 
away.” 
“ When was it he cut your beard, then?” 
said Mr. Hart. 
“ Well, it was right afterwards,” said the 
witness. “I went to sleep again, and was 
again awakened, but this time too late. He 
had cut away my beard on the right side of 
my face, and most of it under my chin. 
Here's how he left it [turning the side of his 
face to the Court]. J jumped up from my 
chair and chased him out of the door, but he 
goP away. There were several men in the 
saloon who must have seen him do tne 
dirty deed, although I didn’t.” 
Alter McDaniels finished testifying, sev­ 
eral men were placed on the stand, but 
they all testified that they did not see 
Murphy do the act. 
Murphy, when placed upon the stand, 
denied all knowledge of the affair, and said 
he was not in the saloon at the time. 
Judge Buckley didn’t believe him, how­ 
ever, and found the defendant guilty in 
short order. 
Morphy wanted sentence 
postponed until to-day, and his request 
was granted. 
It was probably well for Murphy that he 
did not receive judgment yesterday after 
the case was decided, for Judge Buckley 
had a look on his face which betokened 
evil. He would undoubtedly have given 
Murphy a sentence that would have been a 
long-remembered lesson to him. 


A Parse of Oue Thousand Dollars Given 
Him by the Members of 
His Flock. 


Quite a large number of gentlemen 
prominently connected with the Catholic 
congregation in this city met at Bishop 
Manogue’s residence last evening, for the 
purpose of bidding him God speed on his 
contemplated trip to Rome. 
Several of the clergymen of the Diocese 
were present also, and all were handsomely 
entertained at the hospitable board of the 
Bishop. 
During the evening Judge J. W. Arm­ 
strong, on behalf oi the gentlemen present, 
in a few well-chosen remarks, presented 
Bishop Manogue with a purse of one thou­ 
sand dollars, to assist in defraying his ex­ 
penses while abroad. The speaker took oc­ 
casion to dwell on what had been accom­ 
plished by the reverend gentleman while 
in this city, and referred to the magnificent 
building erected by the Bishop, stating 
that were it not for his efforts the next 
half century, perhaps, would not Droduce 
its like in this city. 
The recipient was completely taken by 
surprise, and spoke warmly in praise of 
all who had done him the honor to call on 
him, that he was happy to meet them at 
all times, and that the handsome sum pre­ 
sented him did not give him as much 
gratification as the sentiment implied in 
the gift. He stated that his trip was in ac­ 
cordance with custom from time imme­ 
morial for all Bishops to repair to Rome 
every seven years and give an account of 
their stewardship to the Holy Father. He 
felt that he could give a good account, and 
lay before the head of the church the possi­ 
bilities of this great country, temporal as 
well as spiritual. He spoke lovingly of his 
congregation, and dwelt on the happiness 
it would give him to return to the scenes 
of his labors. That he would be accom­ 
panied in his journey by Rev. Father 
Grace, who needed rest, and would share 
with him the purse donated by his par­ 
ishioners. He concluded bv giving his 
blessing to all his tlock and his words, 
given with emotion, sank deep into the 
hearts of his hearers. 
Rev. Father Grace, who holds the esteem 
and affection of all in a great degree, spoke 
of his contemplated trip with pleasure, and 
expected that when he turned his face 
homeward towards the setting sun, he 
would look forward with joy to meeting 
his people in Sacramento. 
The Bishop and Father Grace will leave 
here next Monday, and they will be absent 
about six month's. They will visit Rome 
and all the sacred shrines.’ They will also 
visit Ireland, and if the wishes expressed bv 
the gentlemen present have anv weight, 
Bishop Manogue will come back with a Car­ 
dinal s bat, and Father Grace also, if the 
State is large enough to hold two such ex­ 
alte dchurch officers, an d the Catholics here­ 
abouts think it is. Vicar-General Lynch, 
of Virginia City, will be in charge here 
while the Bishop is absent. 
Speeches were made by very many of the 
gentlemen and clergymen present lauda­ 
tory of tfie travelers, wishing them a pleas­ 
ant and safe return. Father Haum was 
particularly witty, and brought down the 
house at Father Grace’s expense. Among 
the speakers were Vicar-General Lynch, 
Father Quin of Red Bluff, R. M. darken, 
ex-Mayor Green, Major McLaughlin, J. 
W. Wilson, Captain Thomas Dwyer, 
Father Coleman of Marysville, James Mc­ 
Guire, Major F. D. Ryan. Father Hines of 
Woodland. J. T. Barry, Felix Dunn, W. J. 
O’Brien, B. Lucey, T. O’Neill, Rev. Father 
Hunt and others. 
The clergymen of this diocese have also 
made the Bishop a substantial present and 
the Sisters of Mercy and Convent children 
have also contributed their mite to him 
and Father Grace also.

Im p o rta n t L an d D ecision by th e Secre­ 
ta ry o f th e In te rio r. 
W ashington, April 16th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has rendered a decision in 
the case of the W illam ette V alley and Cas­ 
cade M ountain W agon Road Company of 
Oregon vs. Joseph A. Morton. 
On July 5, 
1S76, Congress made a grant to this com ­ 
pany twelve m iles in width and extending 
across the State. 
Soon thereafter the Com­ 
m issioner o f the General Land Office sent 
to each local land office notice that the 
lands within the grant were withdrawn 
from settlem ent and i ntry. 
The notice ad­ 
dressed to the lauchcffice at La Grande dis­ 
trict was never received ; neither was the 
fact of its non-receipt known at the Gen­ 
eral Land Office until June 19,1883. 
In 
the mean tim e a large number of settlers, 
am ong them Morton, settled upon the 
land. 
On March 2, 18S9, Congress passed a law 
directing suit to be brought to forfeit this 
and certain other grants. 
The wagon road 
com pany held that the jurisdiction of the 
Interior Department was ousted by the Act, 
aud also that the land was actually w ith­ 
drawn from settlem ent and entry by the 
act of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office signing and m ailing the notice 
of withdrawal. 
The Secretary holds to the contrary, how ­ 
ever, on both points, and directs that no 
patent be issued to the com pany pending 
suit under the Act of March 2d. 
T his de­ 
cision in favor of Morton practically de­ 
cides a large number of sim ilar cases in 
the La Grande district.
